Human life is a precious gift of God and any society true to its trust must protect and 
sustain it at every slage of its existence. 


The expansion of nuclear power for military use is wrong, even when proposed 
under the aegis of “needed defense.” 


If we are consuming more of our resources than needed while others are deprived of 
their basic rights ... then we are creating an immoral and sinful situation which 
justice requires that we remedy. 


The way of violence is wrong—it only breeds more violence. 


Absolute freedom does not and, indeed, cannot exist. Freedom to act in human 
society... must be reasonably circumscribed by the legitimate rights of others.
